The first day of the encampment 
ed to the heroes of the river 
and sea of the civil war.

"While the Federal (iovernment has 
not thought it advisable to provide for 
separate elections for Congressmen, nor 
to Interfere with the general laws for 
the conduct of those elections passed 
hy the states, it bas enacted the sections 
»bove referred to, and among others 
•hose for the pnnlshment of persons 
who violate the election laws at an 
olec.tion where rotes are cast for a mem- 
tier of Congress. In doing this they 
have adopted the laws of the state, and 
they have provided that persons who 
violate them at snch an election, that 
ts, where a member Is voted for, shall 
be punished by the provisions of the 
statutes of the United States and by 
proceedings In the Federal Courts. 

"This anomalous condition makes 
the question of the applicability of the 
laws of Congress on this subject to 
offenses under the state statutes for the 
regulation of the casting, returning and 
counting of votes somewhat complex; 
hut the power, under the Constitution 
of the United States, of Congress to 
make such provisions aa are necessary 
to secure the fair and honest oonduct of
